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Residents protest 
against new town 


A NEW town is 
needed to solve the 
housing shortage 
and meet Govern¬ 
ment targets for 
new homes, a cons¬ 
truction firm has 
told a planning 
inquiry. 

Multiplex Stannifer 
made the case for its 
proposed 5,100-home 
Mereham development 
on the A10 near Stret- 
ham as a six-week 
independent planning 
inquiry began on 
Tuesday. 

It said local authorities 
have failed to build enough 
homes around Cambridge 
and claim its plans fit with 
Government guidelines for 
“eco towns”. 

But Cambridgeshire 
County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District

Council, which are opp¬ 
osing the development at 
the inquiry in Had- 
denham, called Mereham a 
“smash and grab” raid 
that ignores long-term 
plans drawn up by local 
councils and would worsen 
jams on the A10 and A14. 

The Secretary of State 
for Communities and 
Local Government, Hazel 
Blears, will decide whet¬ 
her the plans go ahead 
after taking advice from 
the planning inspector 
leading the inquiry, Rich¬ 
ard Ogier. 

Although local protest¬ 
ers brandished “Say No To 
Mereham” t-shirts and 
placards, national housing 
policy will play a key role 
in the final decision. 
Gordon Brown has pledged 
that three million homes 
will be built in Britain by 
2020, while recent changes

in Government rules state 
that developments must be 
sustainable and environ¬ 
mentally sound. 

Robin Purchas QC, 
representing Multiplex, 
told the inquiry that there 
was an “acute deficiency” 
of housing and land in the 
areas covered by Cam¬ 
bridge City Council and 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Mr Purchas described 
Mereham as “fully in 
accordance” with Govern¬ 
ment requirements for 
sustainable “eco towns”. 
But his claim that high 
quality bus links to 
Cambridge and Ely would 
mean no extra congestion 
on the A10 was met by 
laughter from some mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Affordable housing is 


part of Multiplex’s case for 
the scheme, but the 
proportion of housing to 
be designated as affordable 
was not mentioned. 

Simon Bird, represent¬ 
ing the councils, told the 
inquiry that housing 
provision in the region 
was “broadly on track” 
and that East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council was 
“comfortably meeting its 
housing requirement”. 

Mr Bird said Multiplex 
had severely underestim¬ 
ated the number of cars 
Mereham would bring 
onto the A10 and B1049, 
and that its plans did not 
fit in with the East of 
England Plan demanding 
growth should be centred 
on Cambridge, Northstowe 
and the market towns to 
link up with public 


transport. 

The inquiry, sparked 
when Multiplex appealed 
against the district coun¬ 
cil’s decision to refuse 
planning permission in 
January 2006, pitches the 
two councils and local 
residents against a multi¬ 
national company which 
had a turnover of £1.4 
billion and profits of £220 
million last year. 

Protesters gave Mr 
Purchas a rough reception 
as he stepped from the 
warmth of his Mercedes 
into the sodden car park at 
the Robert Arkenstall 
Centre. 

They will meet again 
today, when the inquiry 
resumes with the two 
councils setting out their 
case in depth.

MISTAKES over an ice cream 
seller’s trading licence left a 
council hot under the collar. 

In August, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s licensing 
committee granted a street 
trading licence to Clive Harris to 
sell ice cream on Annesdale and 
Jubilee Gardens in Ely 


But two complaints were 
made in the stall’s first week of 
business, pointing out that 
neither area is designated for 
street trading. 

After consulting its legal 
department, the council agreed 
the licence was not valid and 
withdrew it. 


The affair has been raising a 
few questions at the council, 
which has reviewed the 
procedures it uses to consider 
applications. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head 
of environmental services and 
housing, said: “We have 
apologised to the applicant and 


ensured the fees he paid for the 
application have been 
refunded. 

“It has given us the 
opportunity, however, to look at 
locations for street retail and we 
will be working to identify 
suitable locations in the coming 
months.”

Emotional farewell 


for church’s couple 


A PARISH church will lose a 
unique pair of dedicated 
servants as its husband-and- 
wife vicars step down. 

The Rev Canon Fred Kilner and 
the Rev Valerie Kilner are about to 
retire from their posts at St Mary’s 
Church in Ely after 14 years in the 
parish and expect their final 
Sunday service to be tinged with 
sadness. 

They can look back on hundreds 
of baptisms, weddings and funerals 
where they have helped mark vital 
moments in people’s lives, and on 
crucial roles with the children’s 
hospice at Milton. 

Canon Kilner, 64, was one of the 
hospice’s founding trustees, acting 
as its chaplin for 10 years during 37 
years spent in the church. He began 
his professional life as an engineer. 

The Rev Kilner, 65, was ordained 
nine years ago after working as 
development manager at the 
hospice. 

The couple, who have been 
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married for 38 years and have two 
children, have been kept busy as 
two of four full-time ministers in 
the Ely Team that works out of St 
Mary’s and covers the area around 
the city. 

Canon Kilner, who also worked in 
Harlow and at the former St 
Stephen’s Church in Coldham’s 
Lane, Cambridge, said: “Each of 
the jobs have been great fun, they 
really have. 

“A parish church is the most 
important element within the 
church because you can reach 
people individually and speak to 
their individual needs.” 

Canon Kilner estimates that 
during his time in Ely, the team has 
presided over 1,300 funerals, 800 
baptisms and 400 weddings. 

Mrs Kilner feels those 
ceremonies bring a special 
responsibility. She said: “It is a 


tremendous privilege being 
involved with people at very 
sensitive times in their lives, as 
well as at the ordinary times.” 

Though some say church 
attendance is waning, the couple 
believe Christianity can still be 
crucial in modern lives. 

Canon Kilner said: “People are 
far more spiritual than many would 
lead you to believe. There is 
certainly a growing spiritual 
awareness. Part of what I feel we 
should be doing is to encourage 
people to join the church.” 

The couple, who have two 
grandchildren, will move to 
Somersham after their retirement 
and will continue to be active in the 
church. 

Before that, a final Sunday at St 
Mary’s awaits this Sunday, with the 
couple unsure as to who will deliver 
the last service. 

Mrs Kilner said: “We’ll play it by 
ear - whichever one of us can keep 
it together. It will be quite 
emotional.” 


Council gets tough on rogue taxi drivers

taxi drivers are not regu¬ 
lated and often ply for 
fares around pubs and 
clubs, hoping for 
passengers to mistake 


them for a licensed cab or 
be too keen to get home to 
care. This occurs 
particularly in the autumn 
and winter when cold 
weather makes drinkers 
prone to rash decisions.”

March against 
an evil trade 


A GLOBAL campaign 
against people trafficking 
came to the streets of Ely. 
Protesters held a “freedom 
walk” through the city as 
part of the worldwide Stop 
the Traffik fight for the 12.3 
million people who are the 
victims of forced labour. 
Members of Churches 
Together in Ely organised 
a march from Market 
Square to Palace Green, 
where there was a 
symbolic breaking of 
chains. The Soham 
Comrades marching band 
gave the protesters 
musical encouragement. 
The Bishop of Huntingdon, 
Dr John Inge, and the 
Mayor of Ely, Coun Ron 
Bradney, were both at the 
event to give their backing. 
The march took place to 
call for a crackdown on 
people traffickers in the 
year that marks the 200th 
anniversary of the abolition 
of the transatlantic slave 
trade. 

Members of Churches 
Together Ely asked people 
to sign up to two petitions. 
The first will be presented 
to the United Nations to 
urge it to call on 
governments around the 
world to provide extra 


resources for the fight 
against people trafficking. 
The second will be 
presented to Jim Paice, 

MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, calling for 
him to ensure resources 
are put in place to tackle 
trafficking locally. 

Mr Paice was unable to 
attend the event, but 
backed the campaign.

Mixed memories of 
childhood published

THE parents of an asth¬ 
matic girl say the 
county council’s choice 
of school for their 
daughter ignores her 
medical needs. 

Tony Watson and Rebecca 
Trainer’s four-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Iona has missed the start 
of term because they fear, 
after taking advice from 
doctors, that she cannot cope 
with the near three-mile 
round trip to the school 
assigned by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Mr Watson and Ms Trainer 
want Iona, who spent two 
days in intensive care in 
April after a chronic bout of 
asthma, to make the shorter 
two-mile round trip to St 
John’s Primary School in Ely, 
where her nine-year-old sister 
Indi is already a pupil, rather 
than take up the place given 
to her at Spring Meadow 
Infant School. 

Walking from home in 
Victoria Street is the only 
option for the girls as their 
father has to go to work at 
5am and their mother does 
not own a car. 

With St Mary’s and St 
John’s in opposite directions, 
the family say they face 
impossible distances that 


would see Iona having to walk 
to both schools with her 
mother as she is too young to 
be dropped off on her own 
before school starts. 

But two appeals panels 
have ruled against them and 
the council says independent 
medical advice found no 
reason for Iona not to go to 
Spring Meadow 


Mr Watson, 43, said Iona’s 
spell in hospital made it clear 
she could not take a winter of 
long walks. 

He said: “It was critical - I 
don’t think the council are 
taking this seriously. It is 
completely out of the ques¬ 
tion for her to walk that far.” 

Ms Trainer said: “She is 
desperate to go to school - she 


feels she is missing out.” 

Both Mr Watson and Ms 
Trainer were born in Ely and 
feel the pressure put on 
school places by the city’s 
growth is not being dealt 
with properly 

Mr Watson also believes 
some parents in the area are 
playing the system by giving 
false addresses. 

He said: “They are taking 
places away from my daugh¬ 
ter, who has a medical 
condition.” 

A council spokesman said 
the family had been allowed 
to appeal for a second time 
after Iona’s spell in hospital, 
with independent medical 
advice considered. 

He said: “We are sorry for 
the distress it has caused the 
family, but there is no 
medical reason for the child 
not to attend the school. 

“Two independent appeals 
panels have backed that.” 

Ms Trainer was angered by 
a letter from the council 
stating that a doctor did not 
consider it necessary that her 
daughter attend “Fen Ditton 
Primary School” - naming 
the wrong school. She says 
this shows the council to be 
“incompetent”. 

Ms Trainer was also 
baffled by the offer of council 
funding for a taxi for Iona. 
She said: “My daughter is far 
too young to be left in a taxi 
on her own.”

Leader says residents will 
not pay road toll shortfall

A COUNCIL chief has 
denied tax payers in 
Cambridgeshire may have to 
pick up the tab for the 
controversial congestion 
charge. 

The county council is preparing a 
bid for £465 million from the 
Government to pay for the introd¬ 
uction of the scheme, and a package 
of public transport projects. 

But the overall cost has been 
pinpointed as £517 million, leaving a 
shortfall of nearly £52 million. 

The council says it will negotiate 
with the Government to see how the 
extra money can be found. 

But Cambridge Conservative 
Association, which is concerned 
about the impact of introducing the

congestion charge, says the 
shortfall is a “black hole”. 

The association’s spokesman, 
Richard Normington, said the 
council had hinted that housing

developers could be asked to find the 
money - but the association fears 
local taxpayers may end up paying. 

He said: “If that is the case, then 
other good causes in need of money 
from the county’s Council Tax will 
suffer. It seems the council is trying 
to hide the true costs of the whole 
scheme, which are now coming out 
in the small print.” 

The county has been urged by city 
council Lib-Dems to ensure city 
residents do not have to pay the full 
charge if it is introduced. The 
county council is proposing a £5 
charge between 7.30am and 9.30am 
Monday to Friday, and has said 
residents must pay too.

Sian Reid, executive city coun¬ 
cillor for climate change and 
growth, said: “I’m very concerned 
there is still no mention in the 
county council’s plans of either a 
substantial discount for city 
residents or discounts for disabled 
drivers and those unable to use 
other modes of transport.” 

Coun Shona Johnstone, county 
council leader, said: “We have to find 
out what the impact will be on con¬ 
gestion if residents are discounted.” 

On claims about the shortfall, she 
said: “The majority, if not all, of this 
10 per cent will come from 
developers who are building new 
houses in the area.”

think about that 
now. I can now 
walk on crutches, 
but there’s a lot of 
damage to my 
knee, and I will 
never be able to 
walk unaided.”

Mr Palmer had been living in 
lodgings in Queensway, Soham, when 
Meads paid him a visit on Friday, June 
15, the court heard. 

He said he knew Meads as a “friend 
of a friend” and that she had been 
drunk when she called at his house.

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Fears over cuts 
to arts funding 


CUTS in funding for a 
cinema and the arts 
could drive people 
away from Ely, coun¬ 
cillors have been 
warned. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council is likely to slash 
funding for Arts Develop¬ 
ment in East Cambridge¬ 
shire (ADeC), which runs 
Ely’s cinema and art gallery 
by 40 per cent. 

Council officers have 
recommended to members of 
the community services 
committee that they should 
cut £70,000 from the £174,242 
given to ADeC. 

But Stephen Mingay, who 
set up the ADeC-backed 
Fenland Jam music project 
for youngsters, is dismayed 
by the prospect of cuts. 

Mr Mingay, a policeman 
who was awarded an MBE 
for his courage at King’s 
Cross station in the wake of 
the July 7 bombings, said: “If 
you take away the cinema, 
you are driving people away 
from Ely. The money they

spend in the city would go 
somewhere else. 

“The facilities ADeC prov¬ 
ides are invaluable. You have 
got the cinema and the 
gallery and the concerts in 
Jubilee Gardens - that is one 
of the biggest draws of 
summer, that is part of 
community life.” 

Mr Mingay says Fenland 
Jam, which raised £1,700 for 
Magpas at a concert earlier 
this year, now has 70 young 
people pursuing a passion 
for music thanks to ADeC. 
He added: “I believe councils 
should put some sort of 
investment into providing 
facilities for youngsters.” 

In March last year, the 
community services comm¬ 
ittee agreed to keep ADeC’s 
funding at the same level 
throughout the 2008/09 
financial year. 

But council officers now 
say that “there is no legal 


obligation to pay these funds 
to ADeC”. 

The council, controlled by 
a Conservative adminis¬ 
tration since elections in 
May this year, says it needs 
to make around £300,000 of 
savings to meet Government 
efficiency targets. 

Coun Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the community 
services committee, told the 
Weekly News the funding 
agreed last year was only 
provisional. He said: “As a 
new administration, we face 
some hard decisions about 
the savings that will be 
necessary. 

“I regret that we’re in this 
situation. But we’ve studied 
ADeC’s overall plan and 
we’re mindful that they have 
money in reserve. 

“What we’re really doing 
is challenging them to look 
at their overall strategy. We 
want to work with them.” 

The community services 
committee was due to meet 
to vote on the proposed cuts 
at 6pm today.

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Hospital staff 
hit and kicked 


SHOCKING new 
figures reveal the 
levels of violence and 
intimidation hospital 
workers must endure 
as they try to help 
patients. 

Statistics show 
there have already 
been more than 60 
reports of violence 
and aggression so far 
this year at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

The catalogue of 
abuse, obtained by 
our sister paper the 
Cambridge Evening 
News under the Free¬ 
dom of Information 
Act, shows that nur¬ 
ses and other work¬ 
ers have been hit, 
slapped, scratched, 
pinched, kicked, and 
spat at. 

The incident log 
reveals that in April 
one nurse needed 
first aid after being 
scratched and bitten 
by a patient who bec¬ 
ame aggressive. 

In May a porter 


needed medical atten¬ 
tion when a patient 
became aggressive, 
and a nurse needed 
first aid when a 
patient lashed out. 

Martin Booth, 
chairman of the Ca¬ 
mbridge branch of 
Unison, said: “This is 
an unacceptable level 
of violence, and more 
measures need to be 
taken to protect staff. 
People cannot think 
they can get away 
with treating health 
workers like this.” 

A hospital spokes¬ 
man said: “We place 
special emphasis on 
training our staff to 
recognise potentially 
stressful or difficult 
situations and to 
diffuse them as much 
as possible, as well as 
to deal with people 
under stress. 

“For really difficult 
situations we have a 
security team, as well 
as a police presence 
in the hospital.”

Cameron backs force’s 
push for extra officers

DAVID Cameron has 
backed Cambridgeshire 
Chief Constable Julie 
Spence in her showdown 
with the Government. 

Mrs Spence claims the 
county’s force has been “short¬ 
changed” over problems 
dealing with the influx of 
immigrants to the area. 

She said Cambridgeshire 
was 100 officers short as she 
launched a desperate bid last 
month for more money. 

Mrs Spence and Keith 
Walters, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, were “fobbed off” by 
Home Secretary Jacqui Smith, 
according to Mr Walters. 

But in an exclusive 
interview with our sister 
paper, the Cambridge Evening 
News, Mr Cameron said: “I 
think her comments were a 
sensible reaction to the way 
the Government funding 
formula for police authorities 
works. 

“It is based on the Census 
data, which is always a couple 
of years behind what is 
happening on the ground. 


“When you have large-scale 
immigration to an area it puts 
pressure on local services 
including the police, housing, 
schools and the NHS. 

“But the money from 
central Government coming 
through does not reflect that - 
it takes time to come through. 

“A Tory Government would 
look at the way the system 
works to make sure the money 
for public services, including 
the police, reflects what is 
happening when it happens. 

“The funding available 
should reflect the pressures 
being put on these services. 


“We have made clear that we 
are in favour of immigration 
where it is harnessed to the 
advantage of Britain and local 
communities. 

“But we have said there must 
be a limit on immigration and 
that migrants must contribute 
to the local and British economy. 

“It must not put unsus¬ 
tainable pressures on local 
public services.” 

Cambridgeshire South East 
MP Jim Paice, a former Tory 
policing spokesman, said: 
“Julie Spence and David 
Cameron are absolutely 
correct. The formula for 


financing public services and 
the police doesn’t work. 

“Julie Spence was very 
brave and very right to 
highlight this problem.” 

Mrs Spence and Mr Walters 
launched their bid for an 
extra £2 million to recruit 25 
new officers every year for the 
next eight years after 
revealing the force needed 100 
more officers to cope with its 
current workload. 

The county’s population 
explosion is set to continue, 
with another 69,000 immigrants 
expected by 2016, adding to 
25,000 new arrivals from within 
the UK. 

Mr Walters was angry after 
the Home Secretary wrote 
back to him “giving him the 
brush off.” 

He said: “I wrote to the 
Home Secretary saying we 
would really like her to come 
here so we could show her 
how well we’re doing to cope 
with the situation. 

“I am quite irritated 
because I have had a letter 
back from her assistant diary 
secretary, which is a measure 
of how seriously she takes me. 

“It is dressed up in 
pretentious language, but it is 
words to the effect: ‘Don’t call 
us, we’ll call you’.”

Man ‘egged 
on friend to 
slash tyres’ 


A MAN who laughed 
while his friend slashed 
tyres on 28 cars has 
been spared jail. 

Johnathon Robinson, 18, 
found it “quite amusing” to 
watch as Patrick Wong caused 
£4,000 damage to cars in Ely, 
magistrates in the city heard. 

Although Robinson did not 
slash the tyres himself, he 
admitted his role in abetting 
Wong and pleaded guilty to 
two charges of criminal 
damage, asking for a further 
26 to be taken into consid¬ 
eration. He also admitted 
possessing cannabis. 

Described by prosecutors as 
“an orgy of destruction”, the 
night of vandalism saw Wong 
cut one of his outraged vic¬ 
tims on the hand with a 
Stanley knife. 

At a previous hearing, 
Wong was given a three- 
month suspended prison sen¬ 
tence and ordered to pay 
£1,000 in compensation to his 
victims. 

Robinson, who spent a 
month on remand in prison 
after failing to attend an 
earlier court date, was given 
an 18-month supervision 
order and told to complete a 
programme aimed at changing

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offenders’ behaviour. He must 
pay £50 compensation to two 
people who had their tyres 
slashed, a £50 fine for 
possession of cannabis and 
£100 costs. 

Kathy Bradney, presiding 
magistrate, told Robinson: 
“You have been given an 
opportunity - I want you to 
take it and use it. Get a job, 
you will have to in order to 
obtain the money you owe the 
court.” 

Robert Milsom, mitigating, 
said Robinson had not 
initially known that Wong 
was carrying a knife. 

He added: “He found it 
quite amusing, in a very 
childish way By sticking with 
Mr Wong, he did encourage 
him and egged him on.” 

Mr Milsom said Robinson 
had had problems with 
alcohol since the age of 16 
and was homeless for spells. 

He said Robinson would 
now live with his mother in 
Sutton and wanted to start 
further education to allow 
him to get a job.

Tests find no medcial 


canse for crash lapse 


A BUS driver has 
admitted careless 
driving after finding 
no medical cause for 
his “lapse”. 

As a result of the 
accident on the A14 10 
passengers were injured. 

Brian Bristow, 54, was 
driving a Stagecoach bus 
from Cambridge to Bury St 
Edmunds when he smashed 
into the back of a lorry, 
swerved and hit a car near 
Snailwell, magistrates in 
Ely heard. 

The case was adjourned 
last month so Bristow could 
undergo medical tests to 
see if he had been suffering 
from a condition that 
caused him to lose 
consciousness. 

But the court heard that 
Bristow, of Cherry Rise, 
Sutton, was sticking with 
his guilty plea after doctors 
could not decide whether 
he blacked out or whether 
the crash caused him to 
lose his memory of the 
incident. Magistrates ordered

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that Bristow’s driving 
licence be endorsed with 
eight points and told him to 
pay a fine of £200, along 
with costs of £60. 

Kathy Bradney, chairman 
of the bench, told him there 
had been “a high level of 
carelessness”. 

A female passenger 
suffered a fractured heel in 
the crash, along with neck 
and stomach injuries, while 
Bristow spent a week in 
hospital. 

The other injured 
passengers suffered minor 
knocks, the court heard. 

Andrew Williams, prose¬ 
cuting, told magistrates 
that Bristow collided with 
the back of a Scania HGV, 
which had pulled out from 
a layby, before swerving 
across the carriageway and 
driving into the back of a 
Volvo. 

Mr Williams said one 


witness claimed that 
Bristow “appeared to be 
day-dreaming”. Another 
passenger on the bus said 
he was “aware a crash was 
imminent before the driver 
had the brakes on”, the 
court heard. 

Penny Grucock, miti¬ 
gating, said Bristow has 
lost his job and may yet lose 
his ordinary driving licence. 

She told magistrates: “It 
has been a very traumatic 
event for him and he 
obviously feels terrible 
about what happened. 

“It is an awful thing to 
happen in your own car, let 
alone while you are driving 
a bus. He is very concerned 
and ashamed about what 
happened.” 

Ms Grucock said Bristow 
is normally a careful driver. 
She added that he had been 
travelling at a speed between 
50 and 55 mph at the time of 
the crash, well below the 
speed limit, but that there 
“must have been some form 
of lapse of attention”.

Wainwright taps into 
flowing river of sound

RUFUS Wainwright may 
have been born in New York 
and brought up in Montreal, 
but music first brought him 
to Cambridge when he was 
still in short trousers. 

The latest in a dynasty of folk 
singers, alongside sister Martha 
and father Loudon Wainwright III, 
he performs regularly at the 
Cambridge Folk Festival. His 
mother Kate McGarrigle, and aunt 
Anna, have also appeared on stage 
at Cherry Hinton Hall. 

“When I was a kid I came once 
with my mother and once with my 
father as well, I was probably about 
six or seven years old,” Wainwright 
recalls. 

Since that early introduction to the 
musical world he’s gone on to 
become one of the most talked 
about artists of his generation. His 
success began with wild critical 
acclaim rather than record sales 
but his most recent album, Release 
the Stars, has tipped him into the 
mainstream musical 
consciousness and it reached 
number two in the album charts. 

As well as ruling the roost as a 
singer-songwriter he has already 
started writing his first opera. Prima 
Donna will follow a day in the life of

an opera singer and is being lined 
up for New York’s Metropolitan 
Opera House. 

He said: “It’s a long-term process 
but I expect something will be 
imminent in about a year. 

“For years I had no story which I 
felt attached to and no driving 
characters to give life to and once I 
found them those people came to 
life and I had no choice but to write 
it. 

“The thing with opera is opera 


lovers are chosen by opera and not 
the other way round. It’s something 
you either get or you don’t. But 
even for those who don’t get it I 
believe that if you put your head to 
it and actually make a concerted 
effort you can find something 
redeeming.” 

Just to make the task even more 
impressive, he is writing the libretto 
in French - “because it sounds 
better,” he explains. 

The project comes from a deep 
love of music, a love which also led 
him to pay tribute last year to the 
woman he calls a “gay saint”, Judy 
Garland, when he recreated her 
famous 1961 Carnegie Concert 
Hall performance in its entirety. 

“It all falls precisely into my general 
theory of music which is that I’m 
not the one doing the writing, all 
the great songs and operas and 
symphonies are already out there 
and you just have to tap into that 
river and be the bucket which 
feeds the people. 

“I think it comes from the universe. 
All of that hostile environment out 
there with stars colliding and 
galaxies exploding - it has to make 
some kind of sound.”

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

FIRST off, this new Mazda2 
looks good. 

I’d almost go so far as to say sleek. 
Its smooth lines are an improve¬ 
ment over the last (box-shaped) 2 
and it looks like the kind of thing 
you’d pop outside and feel proud to 
own (except in the distinctly un¬ 
pleasant ‘signature’ green). 

The interior aesthetics aren’t to 
be sneezed at; all rounded-off edges 
and ergonomics. The plastics aren’t 
that great, though. The soft-touch 
black that makes up most of the 
dash is OK but the harsh, solid 
black that surrounds the door 
pockets and CD player seems cheap. 

When new, it’ll be very shiny, 
polished and pretty My concern lies 
with how it’ll look in three years 
time, though. 

Nice interior features include a 
glovebox with a magazine rack-type 
thing attached to the front of it. 
While it seems like a good idea, it 
limits space inside the glovebox 
itself and it could become a storage 
nightmare. There is also a handy 
bag space next to the handbrake. 

It handles well in the twisty bits, 
which I mainly put down to its 
960kg weight. The 1.5-litre engine in 
the test car was very rev-happy, but

it did sound a bit thrashy after 
5,000rpm. Still, it was perfectly 
prepared to pull me along to almost 
illegal speeds in seemingly little 
time. 

The 1.5 boasts lOlbhp and 1011b ft 
- and in a car that weighs less than 
a tonne, it’s pretty pokey. 0-62 is 
dealt with in a shade over ten 
seconds, and it’ll fly on to a top 
speed of 116mph if you give it 
enough legroom (where it is legal to 
do so, ahem). 

The windscreen is nice and big, 
the wing mirrors are huge and the 
rear window is plenty big enough to 
see the world through, but one thing 
really screwed up the visibility 
credentials; the A-pillars. They’re 
huge, and when I was taking uphill 
left handers my view of the road 
was almost wiped out. It seems that 
in order to make the car safe in a 
crash, manufacturers have to make

vision compromises. But then 
again, there aren’t many twisty 
mountain roads in the UK and the 
cars we get will have the steering 
wheel on the right hand side. 

As I said earlier, I was testing the 
1.5 model, which is currently the 
biggest engine you can get. You can 
have it with a Sport Pack, which 
earns you a sporty body kit and a 
revised front grille. Personally I 
think it looks better without the kit, 
but some might disagree. 

There’s plenty of room in the 


rear, but you do sit pretty much 
over the rear axle, so your bum acts 
as a sort of shock absorber. It 
wasn’t much of a problem on 
smooth Italian roads, but journeys 
in the back on our bumpy excuses 
for roads may result in piles. 

BASICALLY... 

All in all, it’s a very fun little car 
and given the choice I’d probably 
have one - I’d definitely let my mum 
have one (anything other than her 
Clio!).

Double car costs whammy 
leaves drivers anxious 


MOTORISTS face the 
prospect of being left 
stranded by a double 
whammy of road 
pricing and high fuel 
prices unless more 
money is provided for 
public transport 
alternatives, writes 
Chris Lilly. 

In the week when many of 
the regions forecourts fuel 
prices have gone over the £1 
a litre mark, the Local 
Government Association 
(LGA) has told the Govern¬ 
ment that although road 
pricing is a real opportunity 
to help the environment and 
ease congestion, the schemes 
wouldn’t work in parts of 
the country because the 
current state of public 
transport doesn’t offer a 
good enough alternative. 

In a letter to the 
Department for Transport, 
the LGA called for an over¬ 


haul in public transport so 
that councils could develop a 
genuinely integrated trans¬ 
port system. 

The LGA also voiced its 
concern that the money 
available for the first round 
of road charging trials is 
unlikely to be enough. There 
has been £1.4 billion 
provided for the schemes by 
the Government but 
Manchester has estimated 
that the cost of introducing 
an effective system could be 
more than £3 billion. 

LGA transport spokesman 
Councillor David Sparks 
said: “Councils want to be 
able to make road pricing 
work but it would be grossly 
unfair to force people out of 
their cars if there are not 
enough buses, trains and 
trams to give road users a 
viable alternative.” 

Transport Minister Rosie 
Winterton responded by 
saying: “Government has 
not only made it clear that 


any local road pricing 
scheme must go hand in 
hand with better public 
transport, but has also given 
local authorities record 
levels of investment for this 
purpose. We have also said 
that any revenue raised by 
local road pricing schemes 
must be re-invested in local 
transport.” 

The LGA’s claims have 
been corroborated by the 
Campaign for Better 
Transport which says the 
countryside is in danger of 
becoming “a ghetto for the 
rich who have cars”. A study 
compiled by the group 
showed that rural bus 
services will become an 
endangered species unless 
the Government and local 
authorities take action. The 
campaign has revealed that 
cuts to bus routes have left 
elderly villagers isolated, 
schoolchildren having no 
school bus and hospital 
workers and visitors without

options. 

Cat Hobbs, the Campaign 
for Better Transport’s public 
transport campaigner, said: 
“If the Government doesn’t 
act now, the countryside will 
become a ghetto for the rich, 
completely inaccessible for 
those without cars.”

Why men and 
women crash 
differently 


THE argument that 
men have major 
motoring crashes 
while women have 
more minor scrapes 
appears to be borne 
out by a new survey. 

Male drivers are 42 per 
cent more likely than 
women drivers to be 
involved in a head-on 
collision, the survey from 
car insurance company 
elephant.co.uk showed. 

While there is a much 
higher chance of men 
having an on-road crash, 
women are 55 per cent more 
likely than men to have an 
accident in a car park, the 
survey, based on data from 
270,000 insurance claims, 
found. 

It also revealed that 
women are 47 per cent more 
likely than men to have an 
accident at traffic lights and 
78 per cent more likely to 
lose their car keys. 

Men are 36 per cent more 
likely than women to hit a 


pedestrian on a pavement, 
49 per cent more likely to hit 
an animal on the road, and 
37 per cent more likely to hit 
a tree. 

Women are 18 per cent 
more likely than men to hit 
a cyclist and 15 per cent 
more likely to hit a parked 
car. 

Elephant.co.uk managing 
director Brian Martin said: 
“We hold a vast amount of 
data on accidents and 
wanted to see if there was a 
difference between how 
men and women crash. It 
soon became clear that 
there was. 

“Women tend to be in 
more accidents at slower 
speeds, where cars are close 
together, while men have 
more high-speed accidents 
where it is easy to lose 
control. 

“It seems that generally 
men drive faster and more 
aggressively than women, 
while women are more 
easily distracted than men 
behind the wheel.”
